These 
claims are canceled by the Examiner's amendment on p. 3 of this Office Action. 

5. Claims 8-13 & 16-27 are allowed. 

6. The Examiner's reasons for allowance appear on p. 4 of this Office Action. 
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7. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee.

The application has been amended as follows:

c. Please replace lines 1 and 2 of claim 16 with the following: "A method for 
providing a single sign-on authentication and privacy, comprising in order:" 

d. Please replace lines 1 and 2 of claim 24 v^th the following: "An apparatus 
comprising a computer-readable storage medium having executable instructions that 
enable the computer to, in order:" 

e. Please replace lines 1 and 2 of claim 26 with the following: "An apparatus 
comprising a computer-readable storage medium having executable instructions that 
enable the computer to, in order:" 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 8-13 & 16-27 are allowed. 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 8-13 & 16-27, the Elgamal reference teaches submitting a request, 
directing to submit a certificate, verifying the certificate, performing a challenge and generating 
a response, but lacks saving the response as a named cookie. The Samar reference teaches http 
cookies, where a security token is searched for and a response is generated at the server and is 
stored by the server on the client. The cited references to Cox and Certicom generally teach an 
SSL accelerator which offloads SSL performance to a separate machine (extension) where an 
SSL cache is kept to quickly resume SSL sessions, but lacks storing the response as a named 
cookie. Thus, the prior relied upon fails to teach or suggest, singly or in combination, the 
following steps of claims 8, 16, 24 & 26, in order: 

searching for a security token, wherein searching is performed by a security filter 
on a server and operates to search for a security token sent fi:om the client to the server, 
directing, by a security filter, the client to submit a certificate to the server, 
performing a challenge which is generated by the security extension on the server, 
and generating a response to the challenge and saving the response as a named 
cookie on the client, wherein the response is saved by the client, combination with the 
other elements of each claim. Claims 9-13, 17-23, 25 & 26 are allowable based on their 
dependence upon base claims 8, 16, 24 & 26, respectively. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
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fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
